A Oh Hereas the Kings moſt excellent Majeſty, upon conſideration had 
Hol the manifold benefits that redoundto this Kingdom, by the

„ 32101 of that Trade, declare His ropall pleaſure , touching the better oz⸗ 
| | dcring the Tranſpoztation of Clothes, and other Woollen Manu⸗ 
| factures into Germany, and the Lon-Countreys; And did thereby 
2x A! ttrictlycommand and inhibit all and every His Subjects of this 
His Realmof England, not being free of the Fellowſhip of Mer- 
chants Adventurers of England, That they oꝛ any of them, after the feaſt of the Purification 
of the bleſſed Utrgin Mary then next following, ſhould not pzeſume to Ship, Tranſpozt, Car- 
ry. oꝛ Convey, oꝛ cauſe to be Shipped, Tranſpozted, Carried, oꝛ Conveped, either from His 
City 02 Pozt of London, oz fromany other City, Town, Pozc, Haven, oꝛ Creek of this His 
Realm of England, by way of Merchandize, any White Clothes, Coloured Clothes, Clothes 
Dꝛeſt and Died out of the vohites, Clothes called Spaniſh Clothes, Sayes, Kerlies, Perpec- 
tuanaes, Stockins, oꝛ auy other Engliſh woollen commodities, unto any the Cities, Towns, 
oꝛ plates in Germany, oz the ſeventeen P2ovinces of the Ne herlands, fave onely and ercept to 
the Mart and Staple Towns, of the Fellowſhip of the ſaid Merchants Adventurers in 
thoſe parts foꝛ the time being, oz to one of them, upon pain of His high diſpleaſure, and the 
Cenſureof His Court of Star Chamber. 

And whereas his Majeſtie out of His ſpetiall grace , by the ſame Pꝛotlamation did declare 
His royall pleaſure, that ſuch of His Subjects of the City of London, andof the out parts of 
His Kingdom, as either were meer Merchants, oz were fozmerly exertiſed in the Trade of 
Merchandtze, might be received into the ſaid Fellowſhip of Merchants Adventurers, foz 
ſuch moderate fines as are therein expꝛeſſed, if they ſhould accept their Freedom Within the 
time p2efired, oꝛ otherwiſe to pay the double of thoſe fines : His Majzeſiy out of His Pꝛintely 
care foꝛ the increaſe of Trade, and intouragement of the ſaid Merchants Adventurers, hath 
thought fit, with the advice of His pzivy Councell, to declare His royall Pleaſure, that His 
foꝛmer Pzoclamation touching the pꝛemiſſes be hereafter duly obſerved. And to that end, 
Hts Majelty doth further ſtraitly charge and command, That allHis Subjects of this His 
Realm of England whom it may concern, do from hencefozth yeeld all due confozmity and 
obedience thereunto; And that they fozthwith cffcctually ſettle and eſtabliſh their whole 
Trade in Cloth, and all other Woollen Manufactures of this Kingdom, in thoſe Bart- 
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Lownsand ptaces onely, in Germany and the Low-Countreys, Which are and ſhall be appointed 
and frequented by the ſaid Fellowſhip cf Merchants Adventurers, accozding tothe true in 
tent and meaning ot the laid Pzoclamation; under the pains and penalties thereinerpzeſſed. 

And further, His Majeſtie taking notice, that divers of His Subjects,as well of His City 

of London, àg of the out Pozts ofthis Kingdom, ueglecting the Gzace (beyond example of 
foꝛmer times) lo freely offered them, do notWithltanding Trade under hand into other parts 
of Germany, and the Low-Countreys, then the art-Towns of the ſaid Fellowſhip of Mer⸗ 
chants Adventurers, tn contempt oꝛ neglett of His Majeſties royall Command, and incur- 
ring the penalties thereof, if they ſhould be pzoceeded againſt accozding to the tenoꝛ of the ſaid 
P2oclamation; Ps notwithſtanding out of Hts Pzncelyclemencie to all his Subfects, gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed, to give yet further time, foꝛ all ſucyas are capable, to enter and be reteibed in⸗ 
tothe Freedom of the ſaid Fellowſhip, between this andthe feaſtof Saint Michael the Arch- 
angel next coming, upon ſuch fines aud conditions reſpectively,as are mentioned and directed 
in the ſatd Pꝛoclamation: But in tale that His Maj:cſlte ſhall percetbe that any perſon oꝛ 
perſons (ſhall (ill neglect to take hold of this His Gꝛate, and ſhall yet continne to Trade dil⸗ 
oꝛderly into the parts of Germany oz the ſevenicen Pzovinces of the Netherlands, andout of the 
Mart and Staple Towns of theſatd Fell2wſhipof Merchants Adventurers, Hts Majeſtie 
ſhall not ont babe tauſe, foꝛ the futureutterly to deny anderclude them of this Gꝛate, but 
will require Mitt account of ſuch perſons foꝛ their contempt oꝛ neglect of His royall Com⸗ 
mand herein; and will take ſuch conrſe as ſhall be fitiing foꝛ their puniſhment, and foz the fu- 
ture reſtraint ot ſuch diloꝛders. 

And His Majeſtie doth hereby require and tommand all Farmozs of His Cuſtoms, and 
other officers, as well in the Poꝛt of the City of London, aàs in all the out Poꝛts of this His 
Realm of England, to take care in their ſeverall offices and plates, that His Majeſties ropall 
pleaſure herein declared be duly oblerved, without connivence to any that ſhall attempt the 
contrary, attoꝛding to the true intent and meaning hereof, as they tender His Majeſties roy- 

all pleaſure, and will anſwer foꝛ the contrary at their uttermoſt perils. 

And whereas His 4 is infozmed of much decay in the Trade of Cloth and other 
Woollen Manufactures, cret ton veying (contrary to ſundzy good Laws and Pꝛocla⸗ 
mations) ot Woolls, Woollkels, n oollen Barn, and Fullers Earth into the parts beyond the 
Seas: His Majeſtie doth therefoze hereby ſtrittly charge and tommand, That no perſon 
oꝛ perſons whatſoever, pꝛeſume to Tranſpozt oz Conve out of this Kingdom, into any the 

arts beyond the Seas, any Woolls, Woollfels, woollen-Yarn, oz Fullers Earth, no: 
lozt whatſoever of Tobacco-pipeClay (which is now found to be ok the ſame nature and 
with Fullers Earth) upon pain of His Majeſties high diſplealure, and to be __ againſt, 
and puniſhed with all ſeverity, as ſhall be meet foꝛ contempts and offencesof ſo high a nature. 

And Hts Mafeſtie doth further Will and command all the Farmozs and Officers of Hts 
Cuſtoms, within His Realm of England, Dominton of Wales, and Poꝛt of Barwick, That 
they 02 any of them, do not permit oꝛ ſuffer, any of che ſatd Fullers Earth, oz Tobacco-pipe 
Clay, to be Laden, Shipped, water-bozn, oꝛ Tranſpozted from Pozt to Pozt , under any 
pꝛetente 02 colour whatſoever; AnyLicence oz Toleratum therein fozmerly granted in any 
wile notwithſtanding.
